A splendid elevator, which cost about 
S^0,000, and Ls the highest in tho world, 
carried ns up. Tlio elevator at the top 
supports ou its four corner tubes the 
four cranes which lay the stone, if ne- 
cessary, on' the four sides at once. A 
little railroad brings in Jhe 'groat blocks 
of stone, weighing from two to six tons 
apiece, anil places them on the elevator, 
with a low car beneath the stone. Tho 
elevator is open, and I had to sit down 
and hug the stone to avoid dizziness 
and the terrible tumble do^rn tho stone 
shaft. Tho elevator ascends very delib- 
erately and smoothly, and will carry ton 
tons. Aji tho monument is biult up- 
ward, tho olovator is mortised .into it, 
ond continuos to rise twenty febt at a 
time. 

The blocks of marble, seven feet long 
and two feet square, are set as easily 
ns bricks in French lime and Portland 
cement. The block wo wont uj) with 
was in its place iu ten minutes. The 
Widls at tlie bottom are lUteeu feet 
thick, and at that [xilnt, if there were 
no cavity, would make a solid shaft of 
stiiDO thirty feet thick. At the point 
where they aro now setting stone tho 
widls are only seven feet thick, and at 
the top, 500 feet above tho ground, will 
bo only a foot and a half thick. The 
exterior, or facing of mai'blo, is only 
four-sevouths of tho present tliickness. 
The lining, of Capo iVnu granite, Ls 
jointed through at certain spots with the 
marble to unite the two sorts of stono 
more tJioroughly. No iron is used for 
bolts and rivets anywhere. Eacli mar- 
ble stone, as described, when put into 
plflce has cost 875. The marble m quar- 
ried about sixty milea ficom the morni- 
meut. 

The 150 feet of the shaft finished 
nearly thirty years ago is laiscrablework 
compared 'to the 'present, and tE© irreg- 
ular stone of that period are the only 
suggestions of weakness about the edi- 
iieo, The monument can be tinishod iu 
three years. Tt will have a lantern or 
cupola on the top, of iron, lifty foot 
higlujr than tho masonry, i]i: :M r .")50 
feet in all. Every foot of the lias 
been underiiinued with a soli i ,.,iiou or 
platform of stone 100 feet square. At 
the top thirteen men work constantly, 
quiet as pigeons in n harn-coto. Tho 
immense fort of stone at that great 
height in beautiful in its symmetry, as 
large as a comfortable dwelling. Tho 
view is already grand, comprising tho 
whole District of Columbia and many 
milea of Virginia. Tho city looks like a 
ninss of loose stones carelessly cast over 
the plain, with Konio toy public build- 
ings lying between. — WaHhington Ictttr,

EAST COAST MA IL ROUTE. 



It soeins Btrnii^^e that in this era of 
rapid and ' frequent comtnuutcatiun tlte 
most hniioitattt »gricultii«il aottlement on 
Van'cou\*er' Island and aoveral otlier 
umallor ones sIiouUl luivo only one Htenni- 
or iind one mail every two wt'oks. 'J'ruo, 
two or llireo attempts hiivo been made to 
supply Coniox witn a weekly steamer 
from this city, but from various causes 
they wore abandoned. The worat fcatiiro 
of the case now is that tlie present bi- 
monthly mail arrangement was only en- 
tered into last April for four years from 
that diite, uo tliat in the usual course 
a ehaiigo would not occur till April 'SO. 
This last contract was only a renewal of 
the old <ino instead of being now alto- 
gether aud embracing a weekly mail to 
Comox. Had proper representations 
been made in the right quarter, tliero is 
but little doubt that this unsulisfactory 
state of ihings would have been obviated. 
Mowovur much this important matter has 
bcuu allowed to i^o by default in the past 
it ought not to bo h'.it sight of in the im- 
mediate future. Our agricultural inter- 
ests are of too mnoh consequence to be 
thus neglected with impunity . There are 
several embryo settlements along the east 
coast from Ximaimo to Comox that cniftht 
to be fosttu'od and encuiir.iyi'il. Na- 
nooae, eight miles west from Naiiaiuio 
and .Northwest bay 13 miles are settlu- 
meuts that would bo much the bettor for 
Weekly convmuuiCatiuu by steamer. 
About half way between Nanaimo and 
Comox there is the Qunlicum river on 
both .sides of which there is a largo ex- 
tent r)i good land, though heavily timber- 
ed. This would have been settled upon 
long ago if means of getting to aud fro 
had been of a better description. Be- 
fore long this [loint will bo a very in»- 
portaiit one being the terminus of the 
trail to Alberni on the west coast only 
about 14 or 15 miles distant in a direct 
line with only a alight elevation of land in- 
tervening, Beforo long a small town 
must spring up here and this, as well as 
an agricultural eettlement, would bo won- 
derfully facilitated by weekly steamboat 
communication. A few miles further 
west are Hornby and Denman Islands 
both of them largo and valuable, the lat- 
ter particularly, and both only partially 
aottled; while across Baynes Sound, a 
narrow water way, there is oonsiderablo 
land, to say nothing of valuable coal 
fields which would be soon taken up if 
this accommodation wore given by the 
Dominion government. Independently 
of the rise of now farming settlements 
along the coast above Nanaimo the pro- 
gress of Comox would roceivo r wonder- 
ful impetus by the o-slablishment of week- 
ly communication. Under the present 
arrangement the settlers there cannot 
leave homo for Nanaiino or Victoria with- 
out sacrificing two weeks of valuaLile 
time. This is a virtual prohibition of 
nearly all travel and is exceedingly dis- 
couraging to people, some of whom have 
been located there for 19 or 20 years. 
That a district numbering 100 voters with 
a population of probably 500 people 
should be cut oil' with mails and a steam- 
er but twice a month is most discredita- 
ble to the authorities, and is a matter 
that calls loudh' for immodiiitc improve- 
ment. An insignificant addition to thy 
present mail subsidy with the certainty 
of increased trade will accomplish the 
very denirablo object of a weekly mail 
and steamer communication with Comox. 
There i» also room for improvement in 
the present mail arrangement between 
this city and Nimaimo. Nothing less 
than tri-weekly conununicalion will mei>t 
the wants of this portion of the route. 
Nanainio and Wellington are becoming 
of too much importance to be cut oil" 
with loss. One mail every alternate 
week is Him])ly absurd and tho sooiior 
this crying evil is remedied the better 
for all concerned. The east coast route, 
and for that matter the mainland ono 
too, present a most unfavorable contrast 
with means of transit on Puget Sound. 
There every settlement, however .small, 
has daily communication with Portland, 
Tacoma, Seattle, Olympia and Port 
Townsend. No wonder the neighboring 
Tcrritm-y is improving and settling up 
much faster than this province when 
such facilitie.s are furnished by the gov- 
ernment at Washington. This question 
of mail communication, however, is now 
in good hand.s and together with many 
other Dominion eJiortcomings will be 
spoken of and remedied before the return 
of our representatives from the neit ses- 
sion of parliament at Ottawa. 



roETLAND, Nov. 18. — Chief of Police 
Lappons, having in custody Alfred An- 
derson, accused of murdering his brother 
Carl, at Swan Island, tlve weeks ago, also 
his paramour, Bertha Nelson, arrived by 
tho Queen of the Pacific la.st night.

An- 
derson persuaded her to go to the Sound 
by promising that he could get work at 
good vfages. Tho woman has the appear- 
ance of an ordinary Scandinavian servant, 
plain and clean.

Lappens met Harry Elmore, a well known 
sporting man, who said that ho and two 
other gamblers. Frank Scow and Sharon, 
won from Anderson $1030 while en route 
to Victoria.
